Birmingham,  Oct.  26. — In  the 
annual  battle  today,  at  Rickwood 
Park,  the  Agriculture  and  Me- 
chanical College  of  Mississippi 
went  down  in  defeat  before  the 
Orange  and  Blue  Tigers  of  Au- 
burn, by  the  score  of  7-0.  The 
game  was  hard  fought  through- 
out, and  although  the  "Aggies" 
were  able  to  make  more  con- 
sistent gains,  they  were  never 
able  to  score,  and  could  get  no 
closer  to  Auburn's  goal  than  the 
twenty-yard  line.  Only  on  one 
occasion  did  the  Mississippians 
have  a  chance  to  score — in  the 
fourth  quarter,  after  being  held 
for  downs,  "Blondy"  Williams 
attempted  a  drop  kick  from  the 
twenty-five  yard  line,  but  failed, 
kicking  the  ball  only  fifteen  yards 
out  of  bounds.  Mississippi  was 
at  times  very  strong  on  the  de- 
fense. Auburn,  after  recovering 
Williams'  fumble,  was  held  for 
downs  on  Mississippi's  five-yard 
line.

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INTERNATIONAL 

CHEMISTS  MEET 


The  Eighth  International  Con- 
gress of  Applied  Chemistry, 
which  met  in  Washington  and 
New  York,  Sept.  4th  to  13th,  was 
one  of  the  most  notable  scien- 
tific gatherings  which  has  ever 
been  held  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic  and  was  largely 
attended  by  representative 
chemists  from  all  parts  of 
•the  old  world  as  well  as  from  the 
new,  more  than  3,000  having  reg- 
istered for  the  meeting. 

The  opening  session  was  held 
in  Washington  on  the  forenoon 
of  Wednesday,  the  4th,  of  Sep- 
tember, the  first  meeting  being 
held  at  the  National  Capital  in 
order  that  an  official  welcome 
might  be  extended  this  great 
body  of  scientists  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  and 
President'  Taft  had  made  a  spe- 
cial trip  from  his  summer  home 
New  England  for  the  purpose 
of  greeting  the  members  of  the 
congress  in  his  capacity  as 
Chief  Executive  of  the  Nation. 
The  inaugural  meeting  of  the 
body  was  to  have  been  presided 
over  by  President  Taft,  but  un- 
fortunately, he  had  sustained  a 
painful  injury  while  engaged  in 
his  favorite  pastime  of  golf  a  day 
or  two  wfore,  and  sent  his  re- 
grets at  his  "*  inability  to  be 
present  at  the  morning  session, 
promising  however,  to  deliver 
his  speech  of  welcome  at  the 
White  House  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Daughters  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  had  kindly  placed 
their  beautiful  Continental  Me- 
morial Hall  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Congress  and  it  was  draped  with 
the  flags  of  all  nations,  while  the 
noted  Marine  Band  furnished 
inspiring  music  for  the  occasion.

Many  of  the  foreign  chemists 
are  now  making  tours  in  various 
portions  of  the  United  States. 

Auburn  was  more  largely  rep- 
resented than  any  Southern  in- 
stitution at  this  Congress,  Profs. 
Ross,  Hare  and  Willamson  being 
in  attendance. 

Prof.  Ross  read  a  paper  before 
one  of  the  sections  on  a  method 
for  the  Electrolytic  determina- 
tion of  Sugars.

Another  intensely  interesting 
lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  Samuel 
Eyde  of  Norway  on  the  process 
devised  by  himself  and  a  fellow 
Norwegian  for  utilizing  the  ni- 
trogen of  the  air  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  Nitrates  and  of  Nitric 
Acid. 

An  enormous  arriount  of  electri-
